INDIAN LANDS PROBLEM has been under study again 
during the past two weeks by a congressional committee. 
Congressman Phillips, Roy Colegate and Florian Boyd 
(representing the City of Palm Springs) and Attorney 
Oliver Clark, representing some of his Indian clients). 
They came up with House Resolution No. 5310, the fate 
of which is not known at this writing. This newest attempt 
has met with objections like all other efforts to bring con­ 
flicting interests into a compromise agreement, but it 
seems to be coming closer to a solution. The Indians, the 
Federal government, the city government and the permit- 
holders—and in some cases, selfish interests—have never 
been able to get together on a plan to relieve a situation 
that has held back the normal growth of the city, created 
a health-menace and not been satisfactory to any of the 
interests. 
The newest proposal would seem to accomplish four 
desirable objectives: 1) Provide for long-term ground 
leases. 2) Permit enforcement of state laws on the reser­ 
vation. 3) Give the city an easement for the widening of 
Indian avenue. 4) A long-term lease on the city airport. 
Objections are voiced by the permit-holders whose permits 
would expire on July 31, 1950 under the provisions of the 
measure; and by some for routing of Indian avenue around 
the old mineral bath house. The permittees feel that they 
should be given the same opportunity under the bill to 
renew their permits on a lease basis the same as any other 
parties; and they object to Attorney Clark’s contention 
that they have no rights to the land or improvements. 
There are 750 of these permit-holders and the improve­ 
ments on the reservation amount to several million dollars, 
according to their statements. As far as the Indians are 
concerned, their interests are even conflicting among 
themselves, and the possibility of them being exploited 
by other interests just goes to confuse the problem all the 
more. 
Almost everyone hopes for a solution of this difficult 
problem—and has for years. And the difficulties seem only 
to multiply as the years go on. This is particularly true 
with respect to the improvements which have been made 
by permit-holders during the last few years. So the various 
interested parties were studying the latest proposal this 
week to determine its effect upon them. The city officials 
were hopeful that the advantages it offers the city would 
become a reality after many years of negotiations. The 
average citizen who has no direct interest in the property,

papers picked up the story and 
began to call them th e "three 
little guys.” They carry th a t title 
proudly. They had an ap p o in t­ 
m ent w ith the Senate A ppropria­ 
tions c o m m i t t e e for Tuesday 
m orning, and w anted to meet 
w ith th e House A ppropriations 
com m ittee. 
This is hard in any session: 
more th a n usually hard in this 
one. So Mr. Gwinn, actin g for 
h i m s e l f 
and 
representative 
Ralph G am ble of the 28th Dis­ 
trict. both in W estchester county, 
w anted m e to arrange for some 
m em bers of the com m ittee to 
have dinne* w ith the "three little 
guys,” an d hear their story. They 
were exercising the right of pe­ 
tition given them in th e Con­ 
stitution. an d they were doing it 
earnestly. 


THEIR PETITION said, in pari, 
"We are deeply worried about 
the tax and spending situation. 
We represent the view points oí 
about 25,000 sm all business con­ 
cerns an d professional m en, and 
200,000 people of sm all m eans.” 
They a d d e d , "Conditions are 
tightening up, but the costs of 
governm ent keep going up .” 
"In our businesses,” th ey said, 
"we have to balance our budgets. 
If the incom e is just so much, 
then th e outgo m ust be trim m ed 
to fit.” So, they concluded. “It 
is hereby resolved, th at w e re­ 
spectfully petition the Congress 
to get out its blue pencils and 
begin c u ttin g the N ational Bud­ 
get forthw ith. Stop adopting new 
governm ent activities. Stop ta lk ­ 
ing ab o u t im posing m ore tax 
burdens on us. Begin balancing 
the budget the other w ay—BY 
REDUCING EXPENSES. D eflate 
the over-m anned bureaucracies. 
The Hoover Com mission's report 
shows w here and how to start. 
We prom ise to support Congress 
in all efforts to peel the thick 
fat of w asted taxes off the fiscal 
hide of W ashington, D. C.” 
One is a teacher in the schools 
of Bronxville, one is an attorney 
and the form er mayor, a n d one 
is an optician. I rise^o ta k e my 
hat off to the th re e 'little guys. 
If every com m unity in the United 
States w ill produce three little 
guys w ith equal courage ar.d 
earnestness, we m ay still save 
the Republic, and avoid dictator­ 
ship.
